and

the gambling 
laws. 
Mr. Jerome's plan Is to make It a 
misdemeanor 
to

horse race at race tracks, in a pool­ 
room, or at any other place.

ly to restrict or entirely prohibit horse 
racing in New York state. 
Mr. Jerome w ill try to wipe out cer­ 
tain sections of the Percy-Gray law.

Dr. Riley Preaches Tonight on 


“Is the Devil In the 


Dance” 


No greater gatherings were over seen 
in Brainerd than those which thronged 
the Tabernacle Sunday put up to ac­ 
commodate tho people interested in tho 
Riley Martin revival services. 
A con­ 
servative estimate of tho number that 
attended the live meeting held thoro 
Sunday places it at about 1,800. At tho 
morning service 1,200; Sunday school 
scholars and teacher?, 1,000; afternoon 
men’s meeting, HOO; young people meet­ 
ing and evening service, 1,8000.

he will drill his pupils and will in fine I 
w eather take them out on a ten acre I 
lot for them to exercise their vocal 
organs against God’s pure air. 
“There is as much a rt in the auction­ 
eer business as any other profession a I 
man can follow,” said Colonel Gross. 
“You couldn't cry a sale and get the 
people so much enthused that they 
will pay good prices unless yon proceed 
on a method. 
Your enunciation must , 
be good, your health perfect and your j 
belief iii your influence over humanity 
must am ount to an absolute con vie- I 
tiou. 
“ Some auctioneers could get good fig­ 
ures for a lot of stuff th at would only 
be 111arketal.de otherwise to the ju n k 1 
dealer. 
Others would fail in realizing ' 
fair prices for the contents of a palace. 
Mesmerism, 
personal 
influence, 
or 
whatever you please to call it, m ust 
center into the life work of the success- 1 
fill nuctlonoeer. 
I am getting out a 
textbook containing a num ber of wit- i 
Deisms more or less original and other : 
devices for the man who is ambitious 
to succeed in this line. Of course noth­ 
ing can take the place of personal in­ 
struction. 
I will not claim to m ake a 
good auctioneer out of every applicant, ; 
but I am certain th a t I can develop a ' 
pretty fair article out of every pupil I 
accept. 
“ It Is a profession th at is not now 
aud never will be overcrowded. A real 
good auctioneer will have more of a 
demand for his services and have a 
wider territory to cover iu response to 
his calls than a tirst class lawyer, aud 
he will m ake more money. 
“Tho auctioneer requires much tile 
same talent as the preacher does. Both 
must be strong voiced, self confident I 
and dreadfully in earnest. 
Yes, I be­ 
lieve a course in our school would be 
beneficial to the man who w ants to 
auctioneer. 
We teach elocution, the 
choice of words and to lie short aud 
terse in language. 
“The 
auctioneer 
must 
be 
honest. 
With all his skylarking and fun he 
must realize th at there is no greater 
sin than to deceive a customer. If he 
sells shoddy goods he must not w a r ­ 
rant them for tin* genuine article. Men 
buy from the auctioneer, not the owner 
of the goods. The man who cries the 
sale is the one who gives the w a r ­ 
ranty. 
The conscientious auctioneer 
demands of his employer that he rep­ 
resent his goods to him faithfully, aud 
he stipulates in the contract that a n y ­ 
thing sold not up to the description 
must la* returned and the money re­ 
funded. 
“ In the country the demand is ever 
Increasing 
for capable 
men to cry 
stock sales and the sales of farming 
Implements, etc. But in the cities the 
business handled covers a much wider 
range, including every class of m er­ 
chandise and m anufactured articles, 
jewelry, stock, household goods, city 
lots and other things. 
“Of course a school to teach auction­ 
eering is something new in tins state, 
and I don’t know how it will turn out. 
hut

nm 
confident 
that 
with our 
course we can give almost any person 
of average Intelligence, man or woman. 
nu education that will put him in tho 
way of making more dollars than In* 
ever made before.”
